Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 9/10/2008 has been entered. 

Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-21 and 23-28 are currently pending and under consideration. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement filed 9/10/2008 is acknowledged. The submission is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. A signed copy of the IDS is attached hereto. 

Allowable Claims 

Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-21 and 23-28 are free of the prior art and are in condition for allowance 
for the reasons set forth in the prior Notice of Allowance (6/24/2008) and for the reasons set forth 
below. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on 3/04/2008 by Dr. Dana Hilt was sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-20, 15-21, 24-25 and 27-28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Atkinson et al. (Cancer Epidemiology, Biomarkers & Prevention 1999; 8: 
863-866, IDS) as evidenced by Boyd et al. (J. Nat. Cancer Inst. 1995; 87: 670-675, of record) and Kolb 
et al. (Radiology 2002; 225; 165-175, of record) in view of Mauvais-Jarvis (US 4,919,937, 1990, IDS) as 
evidenced by Mauvais-Jarvis (Cancer Research 1986; 46: 1521-1525, of record) and in further view of 
Ueda et al. (US 5,045,553) based upon the showing that one of ordinary skill in the art would not 
have combined the teachings of the references, as set forth above, so as to reduce breast density in a 
patient having class III or class IV dense breas t composition by percutaneous administration of a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising 4-hydroxy tamoxifen and isopropyl myristate with a 
reasonable expectation of success. In particular, the Declaration sets forth that: 1) 4-hydroxy 
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tamoxifen is not the only active metabolite of Tamoxifen (see page 5 of Declaration) and 2) 
administration of Raloxifene, a selective estrogen receptor modulator with similar activity as 
tamoxifen for treating breast cancer in menopausal women, has mixed effects on breast density, i.e., 
minor decease in one study and an increase in breast density in another study (see page 9, paragraph 
21).
